INDIANAPOLIS (U P I) — Roman 
Catholic opposition helped kill the so­ 
called “right to die" bill in the Indiana 
legislature Thursday. 
The bill would have let anyone 18 or- 
older write a document to be valid for 
five years and renew able forbidding 
doctors to keep him or h e r alive by 
extraordinary means 
in 
case of a- 
term inal illness. Its sponsor. Rep. - 
Elwood Fifield, R-Crown Point, moved 
for its passage in the H ouse Human 
A ffairs Committee. Nobody seconded- 
his motion.

bill s ju stific a tio n s 
include 
argum ents that it would allow death 
w ith dignity, spare a p a tie n t's family 
from 
financial and em otional drains 
while the loved one is m erely kept 
alive suffering and free physicians to 
follow

Wright Suit Seeks 
$100,000 In Damages 


Joe Wright seeks $100,000 in dam ages 
and re-instatem ent of his job at the Rush­ 
ville fire departm ent in his suit filed 
against the City of Rushville, Raymond 
Gibson, as Mayor and as a m em ber of the 
B oard 
of 
Public 
W orks; 
D ayton 
Springm an, Fire Chief; Richard Dragoo, 


m em ber of the Board of Public Works, 
and Lester Blair, m em ber of the Board of 
Public Works. The suit was filed in 
Federal Court in Indianapolis, and has 
been assigned to trial July 25th, 1977 in 
Room 216 of the United States Court­ 
house, under Judge Gale J. Holder. 


The suit states the rights 
to be 
redressed in the action are the rights to 
due process, equal protection under the 
laws by the Fourteenth Am endment, and 


the right to freedom of speech, assem bly 
and association protected by the First 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution. The 
suit also states Wright seeks general, 
special, and punitive dam ages protected 


by the Constitution and laws of the state 
of Indiana. 
In the complaint, Wright states he is a 
citizen of the City of Rushville, State of 
Indiana, and that on February loth, 1975 
he w as hired by the defendants as a 
m em ber of its fire fighting force. 


It also states that on D ecem ber 2, 1976, 
W right becam e a member of the Rush­ 
ville F ire Fighters Association 
Local 
1374 
an 
association of firem en em ­ 
ployed by the City of Rushville. 


It further states on N ovem ber 27, 
W right signed a petition expressing his 
views on the operation of the Rushville 
F ire D epartm ent and its conduct by 
Chief Dayton Springman. 


The com plaint also states that after 
being informed of Wright’s m em bership 
in the union and the signing of the 
petition, the defendants notified Wright 
his em ploym ent was being term inated 
effective December 17th. 


Wright also charges that defendants 
Mayor Gibson and Springman advised 
him and other city officials that the 
reason his em ploym ent was term inated 
was because of his union m em bership 
and his 
signing of the petition 
of 
grievances against Chief Springm an. 
Wright also charges that the acts of the 
defendants w ere “ malicious, willful, and 
done with wanton disregard...” of his 
constitutional and statutory rights. 
Wright sta te s in the complaint th at he 
is entitled to reinstatem ent as a m em ber 
of the fire departm ent, with back pay 
from the d ate of his termination. 
Wright and his attorney had sought a 
tem porary restraining order against his 
term ination in December, but that o rd er 
was denied when Circuit Court Judge G. 
Richard Pile ruled that no “irreparable 
harm ” had been caused because of the 
term in a tio n . W right’s atto rn ey th en

Bill Will Change Countless Wills 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Countless existing Indiana 
wills could be changed, in effect, by a bill that won 
Indiana House passage, 64-30, Thursday and went to the 
Senate. 
T he bill would have those Indiana wills interpreted- 
under 
the 
1976 federal 
m a rita l 
deduction form ula 
instead of under the older federal law used in 
- 
calculating bequests. 
Rep R obert L. DuComb J r ., R-South Bend, explained 
that 
the bill would tie 
Indiana 
law to a fed eral 
inheritance tax law change. As an example, he said, a 
, a will m ad e seven years ago for a $250,000 estate allow ed 
$25,000 of it to be free of the federal tax. The new 
federal m arital deduction form ula allows giving the 
whole $250,000 if the will say s the “ maximum am ount 
under law ,” he said. 
He said the bill was the product of an interim p robate 
study com m ittee. 
W ithout enabling legislation, 
there is no w ay of 
knowing w hether the "m axim um am ount” is under the 
new or the old law, DuComb said. The bill would put all 
Indiana w ills executed prior to Ja n . I, 1977, by persons 
who die before 1979 under the 1976 federal law. The tim e 
lim its a lso allow changing of wills, he said. 


All Gas Customers Returned To Supplies 


HAMMOND, Ind. (UPI) — All natural gas custom ers 
of N orthern Indiana Public S ervice Co. have been 
returned to norm al supplies, the utility said Thursday. 
NIPSCO announced an end to curtailm ents for the last 
group on restricted supplies — about 80 large industrial 
and com m ercial customers who use more than 500,000 
cubic feet of gas per day. 
At the peak of the gas shortage, these customers w ere 
perm itted to use only enough g a s to maintain “ p lant 
protection” 
levels. Last w eekend they were given 
authority to use 70 per cent of norm al demands. 
The utility said it was able to restore full service 
because of moderating tem p eratu res, increased pipeline 
supplies, additional gas pu rch ases and conservation by 
all types of customers.

“ It might be the forerunner 
of a much bigger investm ent 
in d u stry which could a ttra c t

said w idespread use of such

drive

prices and threaten the survival 
of family farm ing. Bergland 
talking to reporters Tuesday 
raised another possible con 
cern.

Underground Storage Saves Energy 


KANSAS CITY, Kan. (UPI) 
— T here’s enough food stored 
200 feet below Kansas City to 
feed every Am erican for one 
day. 
Everything from pizzas to 
English muffins to fish is stored 
in limestone mines with tons of 
rock as natural insulation. But 
contrary 
to 
images 
of 
a 
troglodyte’s heaven, the mines 
are a constant 58-62 degrees, 
have 50 per cent humidity and 
enough electric lights to raise 
the tem perature to a com forta­ 
ble 70 degrees, if necessary. 
One mine. 
Inland 
Storage 
Distribution 
Center 
on 
the 
Kansas side, has 4.5 million 
square feet of usable storage 
space in a 21 million cubic-foot 
mine. One on the Missouri side, 
Great Midwest Corp., is using 2 
million square feet of a mine 
that's 15 million square feet. 
Both have international trade 
centers. 


Underground storage is an 
energy saving concept Inland 
has been using for 25 years. 
Inland's m an-m ade lim estone 
cave has 16-foot ceilings in six- 
or 
seven-acre 
rooms 
inter­ 


spaced with supporting lime­ 
stone pillars 25-feet thick. The 
limestone room s are impervi­ 
ous to the cold weather above 
that is c au sin g ' natural gas 
shortages and an energy crisis. 
“ If we w ere above ground 
our 
energy 
costs 
would 
be 
triple,” said Inland's General 
Sales M anager Victor Mersten. 
“We don’t have to face the 
elements. 
In 
the 
freezers 
them selves, w e don’t have one- 
foot-thick w alls absorbing 100- 
degree heat from the sum m er 
sun. Here you’ve got a 200-foot 
ceiling, and the sun is never 
going to get down here.” 
While 
industries 
are 
shut 
down 
by 
gas 
curtailm ent, 
Inland’s gas-free system recent­ 
ly 
hired 
a 
dozen 
workers, 
Mersten said. The underground 
storage also provides atomic 
bomb-proof 
vaults 
for 
vital 
industry records. 
Mersten and G reat Midwest’s 
president, F o rrest Browne, said 
underground storage normally 
runs 40 per cent cheaper than 
com parable surface structures, 
and could be up to 75 per cent 
cheaper if all that is required is 
a dry room.

By the same token, the num­ 
ber of single-parent households is in­ 
creasing all the time. 
The new tax law, retroactive to Janu­ 
ary I, 1976, provides a child care credit 
of 20 percent of the first S2.000 spent 
during the year for the care of one child, 
or 20 percent of the first $4,000 spent 
caring for two or more children 
The maximum credit you may claim 
for one child’s care is $400, while the 
limit is $800 for two or more children. 
You can claim the credit if you and your 
spouse both work, or if you are the only 
parent, and work 
Separated parents who have custody 
of the child, and couples in which one of 
the members works only part time, or is 
a full-time student, also are eligible for 
the credit 
You may claim the credit 
even though you pay a relative to provide 
the care 
as long as the relative is not 
your dependent and you withhold Social 
Security tax from your payments to the 
relative. 


Unlike the old law, which gave you a 
deduction only if you itemized deductions 
on your tax return, if you’re eligible you 
may 
claim 
the 
credit 
regardless of 
whether you itemize or use the standard 
deduction-o n the Form 1040 
It works like this: under last year’s 
law you would have subtracted the child 
care deduction to reduce the income on 
which you had to pay tax 
Now, you 
simply subtract the amount of the credit 
from your tax liability. 
For example, suppose you are divorced 
and have a tax liability of $1,400 and had 
that amount withheld from your pay. 
You spent $4,200 for the care of your 
three children while you were working. 
First, you would be entitled to the maxi­ 
mum credit of $800. Your tax would be 
reduced to $600 ($1400 tax minus $800 
child care credit). Since you’ve had 
$1,400 withheld, you would receive a re­ 
fund of $800 ($1,400 withheld minus 
$600 tax). 
To claim the credit, you must file your 
return on Form 1040 and complete and 


attach Form 2441, “ Credit for Child Care 
Expenses ” 
Although the credit most commonly 
can be used to help defray the costs of 
caring for children, the credit can also 
be applied toward the care of a spouse 
or disabled dependents of any age, while 
the taxpayer is at work 
What are the general eligibility re­ 
quirements for the credit? Here’s the 
word from the IRS: 
You must have been gainfully em­ 
ployed during the period the ex­ 
penses 
were 
incurred. 
And 
if 
married, you must have filed a joint 
return. 
—You must have maintained a house­ 
hold that included one or more chil­ 
dren under age 15 or a disabled 
dependent or spouse 
— Your expenditures must have been 
necessary to enable you to be gain­ 
fully-employed. 
—Your payments for the service must 
have been to other than dependent 
relatives. 
Transportation 
costs 
between 
your 
home and the babysitter, school, or day 
care center cannot be included in figur­ 
ing your expenses for the credit, even if 
the school bus charge is included in the 
tuition. You must identify the f-rtion of 
the tuition which is for transportation 
and subtract it before computing your 
deduction 
The cost of school beyond 
kindergarten is not deductible either, 
since this is considered an educational 
expense; not child care. Tot example, 
your child attends a private school which 
provides care for the children for several 
hours before and after the normal school 
hours. The cost of the early morning and 
late afternoon care would be deductible, 
but not the cost of the education which 
would be provided during the major 
portion of the day. 
Since the child and dependent care 
credit, like most credits, involves individ­ 
ual circumstances, it would be worth 
your while to get a copy of the free IRS 
Publication 503, “Child Care and Dis­ 
abled 
Dependent 
Care,” 
from 
your 
nearest IRS office. It will explain every­ 
thing in plain language and help you 
claim your full credit.
